Grand Duke Constantine, Head of 
Academy of Sciences, Suffers 
Heart Stroke. 


PETROGRAD, via London, June 16.— 
Grand Duke Constantine Constantino- 
vitch, president of the Imperial Academy 
of Sciences and head of the department 
of military schools, died last night of 
heart diseabe at the age of 57 years. He 
was a member of the reigning family and 
his heir is Prince Jean Constantinovitch. 


CHIEF LUSITANIA 
FACTORS FIXED 
Baron Mersey Hints Inquiry | 


Into Disaster Soon 
Will Close. 


LONDON, June 16—Baron Mersey, 
president of the court of inquiry into the 
sinking of the steamship Lusitania, inti- 
mated this afternoon that the investiga- 
tion would soon be ended. The baron 
faid his mind was satisfied as to the most 
important questions—the speed of the ves- 
sel at the time it was attacked, eighteen 
knots, and the absence of British destroy- 
ers as an escort. He believed the court 
had before it all the evidence it was likely 
to obtain relative to the alleged shortage 
of officers and the use of boats at the 
time of the catastrophe. 

Alfred Booth, chairman of the board of 
the Cunard Steamship company, testified 
that no steamer making more than four- 
teen knots was known to have been 
struck by a torpedo from a submarine 
until the Lusitania wae hit. 


Navy Man Cites Error. 
Naval Commander Anderson, dwelling 
upon the importance of speed fo avoid 
submarines, declared that if the Lusitania 
had made twenty-one Knots and had taken 
a zigzag course she could still have 
reached Liverpool at the earliest possible 


‘moment for crossing the bar, and that 


she would have had a much greater 
chance to escape the submarines. 

It developed during the hearing that the 
Lusitania had neither eoal nor firemen 
enough to make the trip under full boiler 
power. 

Another point elicited was that there 
was only one boat drill during the voyage. 
On that occasion some members of the 
crew, in life belts, swung out a lifeboat 
and jumped in. ‘This drill lasted only a 
few minutes. 

Sunk by U-21. 

The German submarine U-21 sank the 
Lusitania, according to the Elsinore, 
Denmark, correspondent of the Evening 
Star. 

‘It has been learned here that the deco- 
ration of the Order Pour le Merite, recent- 
ty bestowed upon Lieut. Hersing, com- 
mander of the U-21, by the kaiser was in 
recognition of the torpedoing of the Lusi- 
tania,” said the Star's correspondent.

First Big Battle of Campaign to 
Open Soon in Vicinity 
of Goritz, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, June 16.—The stand of the Aus- 
trians at Goritz is developing the first 
general engagement of the Italian cam- 
paign. The Italian troops, having estab- 
lished themselves on the eastern bank 
of the Isonzo at three important points, 
have found that the Austrians are en- 
trenched on a long line of hills stretching 
from Padgora, west of Goritz, to Monte 
Fortine, in the Isonzo valley south of 
the town. : 

According to an official report from 


eral staff, the Austrian defenses are con- 
crete entrenchments protected by a net- 
work of mines and concealed batteries. 
Against these positions the Italians have 
contented themselves so far with artil- 
lery engagements, meanwhile attempting 
to outflank the Austrians to the north and 
attack from the rear, the mountains form- 
ing a natural defense for Goritz. 


Fighting North of Tolmino. 

North of Tolmino there have been 
fierce infantry engagements. An official 
statement issued tonight says that in the 
Monte Nero region the Alpine troops were 
victorious in a terrible mountain fight. 

On the Carnic front the activity of the 
Austrians makes it seem that they are 
concentrating large numbers of troops 
in the region of Monte Croce with the 
intention of attempting an invasion of 
Italy at that point. 

Between the Val d’Inferno and Mal- 
borghetto, on a plateau 7,000 feet above 
the level of the sea, desperate fighting is 
going on every day. 

Italian Fleet Sets Sail. 

The Italian fleet, which has been con- 
centrated since the opening of hostilities 
at Taranto, mear the entrance to the 
Adriatic, put to sea this morning under 
sealed orders. Before the fleet sailed 
there was a religious service at the ca- 
thedral of Taranto, at which. prayers 
were offered for a great naval victory

Mre. Mosquito has arrived! 

She—the feminine sex is emphasized, 
for the femaie does the biting—is present 
in myriads in the water soaked woods 
which fringe Chicago. There are armies 
of them in the water soaked box hedges 
and in the shrubbery. They are in every 
place out of doors where pools of water 
have been maintained and have been 
unoiled. Constant rains have kept the 
pools from drying up and have caused the 
mosquito to develop to perfection. 


Citizens to Blame. 

In the eyes of D. K. McMillan, state 
entomologist, residents of Chicago and 
suburbs who will suffer from mosquito 
bites from now on will have themselves 
Principally to blame. Had they done as 
much oiling as they did talking about 
oiling in the bright April days when no 
rain fell the plague would have been 
greatly mitigated. As it turned out, few 
oiled in April, ahd in May and thus far in 
June oiling was almost useless for the 
reason that the oll films were destroyed 
by rain almost as fast as they were made. 
At the best oiling is only a second best 
way of dealing with mosquitoes. It should 
be used only as an emergency measure 
pending proper tiling and draining. The 
best thing that can be done now by the 
mosquito fighter is to get busy with pick 
and shovel draining all wet places while 
they remain wet, so that he can determine 
positively that his trenches will carry the 
water out of them. Then, as soon as the 
weather is dry, hunt up places that you 
cannot drain readily and oil, oll, OIL. 


May Relieve Conditions Later. 
These energetic measures will not save 
the community from the plague of mos- 
quitoes for the next two months, but they 
mey greatly relieve conditions later in 
the season by keeping larve from de- 
veloping to take the place of adult mos- 
quitoes that die off.. The only way to 
handie the mosquitoes already here is to 
screen against them to the best of your 
ability. Every time you get a bite re- 
solve that next spring you will start 
he anti-mosquito campaign EARLY. 
The mosquito can be banished from Chi- 
cago, but only draining, oiling, and larvi- 
ciding will do it. 

The great trouble at present is due to 
the heavy hedges and shrubbery which 
shaded small pools of water and kept 
them from drying up between rains and 
now furnish ideal hiding places for the 
mosquitoes in the daytime. 

Cutting away undergrowth will destroy 
the hiding places of mosquitoes.

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HEAT SUN GIVES THE EARTH 
FOUND TO VARY 10 PER CENT 


Scientists, However, Declare This 
Has No Effect on Crops, Possibly 
| Because of Atmospheric Changes. 


Boston, Mass., June 16—Progress in the 
work of/exact determination of ‘the 
amount of heat received by the earth from 
the sun, which has been the object of ex- 
periments recently conducted by C. G. 
Abbot, F. E. Fowle, and L. B. Aldrich of 
the Smithsonian institution at Washing- 
ton, D. C., is described by these scientists 
in the June number of the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Sciences. | 

‘They have found that the amount of 
heat is 1.98 calories per square centimeter 
per minute; that is to say, enough heat 
is received from the dun on each square 
yard to heat a pound of water to boiling in 
two and one-half minutes. The heat 
which is received at the earth's surface is 
somewhat less than this, namely, by the 


variable amount that is absorbed by the |: 


earth’s atmosphere. The remarkable dis- 


covery has also been made that the heat 


received from the sun ig not constant but 
variable from month to month or year to 
year by perhaps as much as 10 per cent. 
This variation might be expected to 
make pronounced differences in the 
growth of vegetation or in the general cli- 
mate from year to year, but for some rea- 
son, perhaps through the variable effects 
of the earth’s atrhosphere, the variations 
in the heat received from the sun seem 
to be unimportant so far as crops are con-

for the prevalence of diseases among the 
men, but to my know!sdge the Mexican 
armies have a higher percentage of in- 
fected men than other military bodies. 
I have heard the percentage stated as 
high as 95. Much of this is attributed to 
the fact that the army carries with ita 
horde of women. 

The vitality of the mer has been weak- 
ened through disease, dissipation, poor 
food, and exposure. No Mexican com- 
mander would contemplate a march of 
any considerable distaace for his infan- 
try. for the reason that but few of the 
men are in condition to walk. When 
Villa’s fighting line was located six miles 
east of Leow two weeks ago the infantry 
was never marched even this small dis- 
tance. It was necessary to transport the 
men to the line on box cars.

In spite of this, one of the things that 
made it possible for Villa to draw men 


‘jamoved in a plain pine box. The women 


fight, for the reason thal four unwounded 
men are eager to place the wounded one 
in a blanket and carry him to the rear. 
The blanket is knotted at either end, aad 
rifles are stuck through the knots, This 
makes a place for four men to carry the 
litter. 

Vehicles of all kinds are pressed into 


service as ambulances. These wagons 


bring their groaning freight back to the 
next town, or the operating cars. Houses 
in the town are thrown open for the re- 
ception of the wounded men, who are first 
given rest and then removed to the trains 
for shipment to the hospital. ~ 

The field Service of the doctors is simple. 
The same treatment seems to prevail for 
all manner of wounds. First peroxide is 
applied to clean the wound, and then a 
bandage soaked with iodine is bound 
about the wound, Bullets are extracted 
in the operating cars or the hospital. 


Women Meet Ambulances. 

The women are the first to meet the re- 
turning ambulances, They run from one 
wegon to another, pulling back the can- 
vas flaps and looking eagerly into the 
faces of the wounded men. At every 
wagon there is a hysterical, cursing wom- 
an who has found the object of her 
search—her man. She walks beside the 
stretcher as he is carried into the hospital 
car and rides in it with him to the hospital. 

Before the fight these women sew upon 

the crowns of the men’s sombreros re- 
ligious pictures of the Virgin or the saints. 
In addition to these symbols the men 
wear about their necks religious medals 
| and amulets of all kinds. Strange as it 
may seem, the amulet that is supposed to 
be the most efficient in warding off death 
is that which has been removed froma 
dead body. 

This looting usually {s the work of the 
women. The men confine themselves to 
exchanging shoes and clothing with their 
dead comrades, if the latter happen to pos- 
sess any worthy of attention. This loot- 
ing of dead bodies takes place both on the 
battlefield and at the base of the walls 
picked out by the execution squads. 


Rob Buried Body. 
At 6 o'clock one morning in Aguas- 
calientes I saw a soldier executed against 
the rear wall of the San Marcos brewery. 
The body was rolled into a shallow grave 
at the base of the wall, and the captain of 
the firing squad drew a cross on the wall 
with a piece of blue chalk. An hour later 
two men dug the body up, removed all of 
the clothing, and interred it again. 
Several hours later two men and wom- 
en, relatives of the dead man, appeared 
and dug the body up again. It was re-

I learned that the man had ‘been con- 
sidered a traitor because he wished to 
leave the army and had been thoughtless 
enough to express such a desire.

tions. Meantime the impression has gone 
out from Japanese sources, very carefully 
and adroitly spread, that Japan has made 
material concessions from her origina! 
demands, and that she is really taking 
an attitude of exceptional conciliation 
and friendliness. 

Japanese patience is extolled, and much 
is made of her magnanimous offer to re- 
turn Kiaochow to China after the close 
ef the Buropean war. But there is a 
very soft pedal on the conditions with 
svhich that offer is surrounded. Yet those 
conditions are such that in fact the pro- 
posed surrender would be a clinching of 
Japan’s hold in Kiaochow bey. 


All a Mere Formality. 

The technical result of the negotiations 
that have been going on for the last three 
and a half months will be a treaty or a 
protocol, or agreement—whatever the lan- 
guage of diplomacy chooses to term it— 
in which China will formally confirm 
Japan's title to the proceeds of the rob- 
bery now being executed. 

The essential purpose of the negotia- 
tions has been, all along, to see just how 
many and how great Japan could make 
the items to be included in the formal 
list of proceeds. Whenever, during the 
negotiations, the Japanese have been 
able to force the Chinese to agree to any 
particular item of their demands, that 
item has been “ initialed "’ by the nego- 
tiators, and thereafter, being settled, has 
found no further place in the discussions. 

So, gradually, the range of discussion 
was narrowed, and at length it came to 
the point where the Chinese would yield 
no more, although several tems hed not 


- been agreed upon. 


The Chinese had made a special stand 
uon the seven demands in group 5, and 
it was evident to the Japanese that other 
means than conferences must be adopted 
if they were to obtain what they wanted. 


Feared Use of Force. 

They were not desirous of using force 
if it could be avoided, for they knew that 
that would surely increase the suspicion 
and distrust with which the rest of the 
world is already regarding their actions 
here. So they resorted to the “ modifica- 
tion” of their demands. 

The last conference for general discus- 
sion of the demands was held on April 17. 
It was the twenty-fourth meeting of the 
negotiators. When the day came for the 
next meeting the Japanese minister asked 
for a postponement in order to communi- 


‘ cate with his government. That post-~- 


ponement lasted for a week, and then, on 
the 26th, Mr. Hioki signified his readiness 
to submit the result of his new instruc- 
‘tions from Tokio. te 
The status of the negotiations when 
the conferences ended was substantially 
this: The Chinese had agreed to practi- 
cally all of the first group, conerning the 
province of Shantung, and to practically 
ell of the second group, so far as it con- 
cerned South Manchuria, but had ex- 
cluded eastern Inner Mongolia from that 
group, although indicating a willingness 
to make some concessions regarding Mon- 


golia. 


‘Chinese Hold Out. 

The Chinese were holding out for de- 
cided modificaton of the third group, re- 
lating to the Hanyehping company and | 
the Yangtse valicy iron works and mines. | 
They had agreed in prihciple tothe fourth | 
group, the general demand for nonaliena- | 
tion of Chinese coastal territory, bays, or | 
harbors, and were standing out, as firmly | 
as the Chinese can, against the fifth, 
group, with its seven demands, all of: 
which invade the sovereignty and ws 
pendence of the nation.

Japan's text of article 1, group 1, revised 
demands, consists of just one Word, show- 
ing how great the modification has been 
That word is ‘‘ same."’ That is, the modl- 
fied demand is exactly the same as the 
original. 

There was a greater change in the sece 
ond article. The original demand re- 
quired China to “‘ engage " not to alienate 
territory in Shantung or on its coast 
to any third power. The modification 
eupplants “‘engages”’ with “ declares.”’ 
‘That is, China will declare to all other 


such territory. . 
That is a genuine modification, in ac- 


cordance with the Chinese wish. For 
China to make such a general declara- 
tion is a very different matter from in- 
cluding in a treaty with Japan an “ ¢n- 
gacement "' not to alienate land.
